I am pleased to submit the Department of Social and Health Services (DSHS) waiver 
amendment to the 1915(b)(4) waiver under which the DSHS Disease Management 
program operates.  This amendment adds Chronic Obstructive Pulmonary Disease to the 
disease management program operated by McKesson Health Solutions.   
 
Because the changes to the waiver, while minimal, cause adjustments to the pagination 
of the document, we have included the entire written portion of the waiver, with 
changes highlighted in grey.   Additionally, at the suggestion of CMS Region X staff, we 
have included the DSHS response to CMS’s Request for Additional Information for the 
Washington Disease Management Program, that was previously submitted with the 
waiver that brought the program into compliance with the Balanced Budget Act of 1997. 
The waiver period is from April 10, 2003 through April 9, 2005.
